He Begins His Lecture Tour at the 
Grand Opera House. 


GREAT CROWD HEARD HIM’ 


Greeted by an Enthusiastic

WAL LEWIS INTRODUCED MR. BRYAN 


Lecturer Touched on the Money Ques- 
tion— Elucidated on the 
Equality Among Men. 


Hon. W. J. Bryan faced a large and bril- 
liant audience at the Grand opera house 
last night, when he opened the series of 
addresses which he ‘had contracted to deliv- 
er. The lower part of the house was com- 
pletely sold out and men stood in the 
aisies more’than half way round the house. 
The boxes were filled with handsomely 
dressed people; the stage accommodated a 
hundred or more, the balcony was well 
filled and the top gallery contained more 
people than are usually to be foynd before 
@ lecturer. It was a big house. A great 
many more seats could have been sold if 
there had been more down stairs. 

People were there who had traveled long 
distances expressly to ‘hear Mr. Bryan, for 
his fame as an orator had spread to the re- 
motest parts of the country. The assembly 
was not composed altogether of advocates 
of Mr. Bryan’s political views. Many who 
had voted against ‘him were there to hear 
him. They did not go expecting a political 
speech, for it had been repeatedly anmounc- 
ed that he would not make a partisan ad- 
dress. But, as Mr. Lewis remarked in pre- 
senting the distinguished Nebraskan to the 
audience, he had struck a_ blow which 
would sound round the globe. 

After the body of the houSe was filled the 
overflow poured in on the stage where 
chairs had been placed. As well-known cit- 
jzens appeared the audience cheered..Pres- 
ident Robert L. Berner, of the state senate, 
and Speaker H. 8, Jenkins, of the house, 
were applauded when they appeared. Major 
Livingston Mims was cheered when he 
entered. And at last Governor Atkinson and 
Mr. Hal T. Lewis came out with the speak- 
er of the n'ght. The band played ‘Dixie’ 
and “Aula Lang Syne” while the trio was 


. getiing seats. 


Governor Atkinson presented Mr. Lewis, 
who introduced Mr. Bryan. Mr.. Lewis 
paid Mr. Bryan many great compliments. 
These caused a very sober expression to 
chase away the friendly smiles from the 
features of the orator. Mr. Lew!s referred 
to him as’ the greatest of American living 
orators—one whose name would go down in 
history; the irreproachable citizen and pa- 
ritotic statesman. It was eloquently deliv- 
ered and was heartily applauded. 

A Great Demonstration. 

As Mr. Bryan rose to speak in response 
to the introduction, his figure assumed an 
erect position and all who looked squarely 
into his face saw that it wag stamped with 
strong character. It was an interesting 
face to everyone, The eyes were keer 


and _ kindly; the forehead high and 
striking, decisive and firm. ‘The applause 
came thundering from all over the house. 
The balcony and the peanut were especial- 
ly demonstrative. From. away up there 
on the mountain, the speaker must have 
looked like a small man. His voice was 
clear and he easily filled the great house. 
He begian by denying some of Mr. Lewis's 
soft impeachments as to his eloquence. 
The best introduction which he ever had 
was made in simple language, he said. 
It was in Illinois, where ie was one time 
introduced with the stafément that ‘Mr. 
O’Bryan will now spake.” “It is a very 
hard matter to live wp to such a standard 
as that set by Mr. Lewis,’’ said Mr. 


Bryan. 

Only once or twice was there anything 
witty in Mr. Bryan’s address. He stated 
that he had intended to be eloquent, but 
on this occasion bis friend, Mr. Lewis, had 
indulged in so much that he felt relieved 
of any necessity for giving the audience 
more. Then the told the incident of the 
unpretentious introduction, and he stated 
that he was compelled to tell it in order 
to bring his audience down within reach. 

“The Ancient Landmarks’ was Mr. Bry- 
an's subject. He spoke one hour, treating of 
government, its uses and abuses, and sug- 
gested methods of improving the present 
system, He attacked trusts, unequal taxa- 
tion and the use of money in politics. There 
was nothing in the address to offend any- 
one. It was extremely conservative, and 
could have been delivered all the way 
across ‘the continent without being resented 
by anyone. The financial question was al- 
luded to in an indefinite way, and there was 
nothing in Mr. Bryan’s remarks to indi- 
cate whether he was a goldbug or a silver 
advocate. He was extremely cautious, and 
this appeared to handicap him. Bryan, the 
lecturer, was a different man from Bryan, 
the forensic speaker. Now he was bent on 
instructing, and he was avoiding the ap- 
pearance of partisanship. His points sank 
deep itito the minds of his hearers. He did 
not attempt flights of oratory, but spoke 
in a tone which was almost conversational 
at times. He was dignified throughout. 
There was but two or three light passages, 
the body of the address being serious. bry- 
an, the campaigner, is a different man. 
Then there are comments from the audi- 
ence, which put him on his mettle, and he 
is quick as lightning on repartee. This 
feature of his recent speaking tour was 
missing, and it must have seemed rather 
quiet to him, 

The address was deeply interesting from 
beginning to finish. The whole speech, in 
a measure, led up to the keynote in the 
conclus:on—we plant the fruit which we 
do not expect to enjoy. 

The tree to which he referred was cer- 
tain ideas implanted during the last cam- 
paign. Some day another may pluck them 
and enjoy them. Once or twice Mr. Bryan 
made refefence to his defeat, but he spoke 
in a very matter of fact, resigned way. He 
declared that he believed the campaign 
would result in the purification of politics. 

The speeches by Mr. Lewis and Mr. Bryan 
are given below. 

Mr. Lewis Introduces Mr. Bryan. 

Mr. Lewis, in presenting Mr. Bryan, sad: 

“Ladies and Gentlemen—lIt rarely occurs 
in the life of any man, however gifted, that 
he has had the,.fortune, by one effort or a 


single speech, to establish a name that will 


live forever. (Applause.) Yet, a few years 
since there arose in the halls of congress 
a young man from the far west, who, by his 
first speech there in parliamentary debate, 
took his stand among leaders gray in thea 
public service, establiishei for himself a 
national reputation and de'nonstrated that 
a giant had’ placed his hands on the throt- 
tle of the government and his mighty arms 
on the destinies of soc.ety. (Applaus:.) 


Still more startling is the part he has

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CONSTRUING TILDEN’S WILL 


JUDGE BEEKMAN SAYS THE RE- 
UARY TRUST IS ILLEGAL. 


Mrs. Pelton’s Gifts Violate the Statute 
Against Perpetuities—Does Not 
Affect Miss Stauffer. 


New York, December 23.—Justice Beek- 
man, in the’ supreme court, has handed 
down a decision arising out of an action 
brought by the executors of the will of the 
late Samuel J, Tilden for a construction of 
certain clauses in the will, in which he 
holds that further trusts created by the 
estate are invalid. 

After the decision that the residuary 
trust was illegal by the court of appeals, 
and after Mrs. Pelton, the testator’s sister, 
had given most of her share to the found- 
ing of the library in this city, a contingent 
fund of $500,000 was created to carry out 
the clauses of the will with respect to the 
establishment of free libraries at New Leb- 
anon and Yonkers, $100,000 having been left 
for each of these purposes. 

Justice Beekman says that both of these 
trusts are open to the fatal objection that 
they violate the statute against perpetu- 
ties. These attempted dispositions are, 
therefore, void, and the plaintiffs rest un- 
der no duty with respect to them. 

On the question as to whether the trus- 
tees have the right to change the invest- 
ment of the $100,000 bonds which the testa- 
tor left to Miss Marie Celeste Stauffer, of 
New Orleans, Justice Beekman holds that 
they have no such power. 

In conclusion, the court says: 

“Mr. Tilden would undoubtedly have 
acted differently could he have appreci- 
ated that his scheme for a large public 
library in this city would have been de- 
feated, but the court cannot now under- 
take to devise a scheme which will supply 
the deficiency or make another will for 
Mr. Tilden.’’

Boston, Mass., December 23.—A strike 
has been ordered of the conductors and 
motormen on the West End street railway, 
to take effect at 5 o’clock tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

The firemen, pitmen and others employed 
in the power stations have agreed to stand 
by the conductors and motormen. It is un- 
derstood that the cause is the refusal of 
the officers of the company to recognize 
the union organization. 

The men are saki to be the best paid 
street railway men in the country.

While all Atlanta slept this morning at

lani, of the Hawalian islands, arrived on a 
Pullman attached to the Atlanta and West 
Point limited mail train, and her car was 
immediately transferred to the Southern 
railroad Washington train, which carried 
the queen on her journey north, 
The ex-queen as asleep as 
passed through the city, and _ the 
few Atlantians -who waited at the 
depot in the hope of catching a glimpse 
of the ex-ruler of the prosperous islands in 
the Pacific were denied that satisfaction. 
The queen was due to arrive at 11:40 
o'clock, but the West Point was late, and it 
was something over three hours when her 
majesty arrived within the borders of the

‘city. 


The ex-queen is on her way to Washing- 
ton, New York and Boston, and in the lat- 
ter place she will visit relatives. She will 
be entertained in the New England metrop- 
olis and will be shown marked attention 
while there. She will stop off at Washing- 
ton, and perhaps New York and other 
places, on her way to Boston, and she is 
certain to be the center of attraction 
wherever she goes in the United States. 
Although forced to retire to private life, 
the ex-ruler is still a world-wide figure of 
interest, and much importance is attached 
to her visit to this country, although her- 
self and friends declare that there is no 
political s'gnifiance to the visit. She has 
declined to be interviewed during her trip, 
and her friend, Mr. Joseph Hlelehute, of | 
Hawaii, receives newspaper men and call- 
ers on the ex-queen, - 

Ex-Queen Repudiates an Interview. 

The ex-queen was incensed yesterday by 
learning of the publication of what pur- 
ported to be an fhterview with her in a 
Houston, Tex., paper, and she caused the 
doors to her stateroom to be locked and 
kept fastened all during the trip from New 
Orleans. The passengers and railroad men 
who came in with the dusky ex-monarch 
said she had left her room but few times 
during the long trip, and that all efforts 
by newspaper men and callers along the 
road to see her were futile. She authorized 
her manager to make the following state- 
ment for her to any who inquired as to her 
health and the purpose of her visit to the 
United States: 


“It is all a mistake. I was never spoken | 


with at Houston. Can you wonder at my 
diffidence in meeting newspaper men, when 
they insist on putting words into my mouth 
I never utter.. I am sure that you will ap- 
preciate my position. I am nothing but. a 
deposed queen. I cannot talk about my 


country or its future, for fear that what I 
might. say will be distorted. I have lived 
since the revolution in absolute retirement 
and have taken little heed of public mat- 
ters. What my future movements may be 
is something that I cannot now declare, for 
I do not know. I am in the hands of my 
friends. I am going to Boston to meet the 
relatives of my late husband and do not 
know whether I shall go to Europe or not. 
Everything depends upon what my friends 
decide.’’ 
The Queen and Her Party. 

The ex-queen in fifty-six years old. She 
is said to be rapidly turning gray, which 
fact is attributable to her great troubles 
of recent years. Her friend, Mr. Helehute, 
says the ex-queen is in the best of health 
and that she is enjoying her visit to this 
country. immensely. 

Liliuokalani is accompanied by Mrs. E. 
Graham, of Hawaiia, a friend of the visitor, 
and Mr. Helehute and Mrs. Nahaolelua, a 
native of Hawaii. Mrs. Graham is said to 
be a woman of great personal attraction 
and mental accomplishments. 

Liliuokalani is described as being a well- 
preserved woman of fifty-six, abundant 
gray hair, medium height and stout bu.ld. 
Her complexion is said to be of a fine tint, 
and her companion says she is looking ex- 
ceedingly well. She wore a handsome dark 
traveling costume yesterday, and main- 
tained the strictest secrecy and queenly 
bearing during the day, as she has al! dur- 
ing the trip across the continent. The ex- 
queen speaks English fluently, and she is 
sa’'d to be a woman of considerable educa- 
tion, gained at the English schools during 
her father’s reign as king of Hawaii. 

Liliuokalani and party left New Orleans 
yesterdag morning and traveled via the 
Louisville and Nashville to Montgomery, 
where they ‘took the Atlanta and West 
Point for Atlanta.

* Mrs. Graham Talks, 

Mrs. Graham was seen by a representa- 
tive of The Constitution while the party 
were in Montgomery last night, and to him 
she said:

cursor of the Consolidation of All 


Washington, December 23.—President 
Cleveland this afternoon formally recog- 
nized the new greater republic of Central 
America, composed of Salvador, Nicaragua 
and Honduras, by receiving the envoy of 
the diet of the new government—Mr. J. D. 
Rodriguez, Luis F. Corea and his attache, J. 
D. Rodriguez, Jr. Secretary Olney present- 
ed the Central Americans, who were at- 
tired in fell evenings dress. 

Minister Rodriguez was for a time in 
Washington ten years ago, as agent for 
Nicaragua in a boundary dispute with 
Costa Rica, which the president decided as 
arbitrator. 

The envoy, in a brief address, presented 
his credentials, to which the president re- 
plied as follows: 

“Mr. Minister: I take pleasure in recog- 
nizing in the name of the United States of 
America the great republic of Central Amer- 
ica, and in entering into diplomatic rela- 
tions therewith. Such recognition is given 
and such relations entered upon in the dis- 
tinct understanding that the responsibility 
of each of thoge republics to the United 
States of America remain wholly unaf- 
fected. 

“IT discern in the articles of association 
from which the diet derives its powers a 
step toward a closer union of Central Amer- 
ican states in the interest of their common 
defense and general welfare, and I welcome 
tt as the precursor of other steps to be 
taken in the same direction, and which it 
is hoped may eventually result in the con- 
solidation of all the states of Central 
America as one nation for all the purposes 
of their foreign relations and intercourses. 

“To-you I extend a cordial greeting, both 
personal and official, and I trust that your 
renewed residence at the capital of this 
country will be as agreeable in its personal 
relations as I believe it will be useful and 
profitable for 'the countries you represent, 
between each of which and the United 
States has always existed, and it is hoped 
poe always exist the closest ties of friend- 
ship.’’ 

The president expressed hope that the 
new republic would goon include Costa 
Rica and Guattemala.

BRITAIN’S MINERAL INDUSTRY. 
The Output of Her Mines Last Year | 


Reached $345,000,000. 

The general report upon the mineral in- 
dustry of the United K'ngdom during last 
year is issued as a blue book. The total 
number of persons employed at all the 
mines and quarries in the United Kingdom 
and the Isle of Man was 838,282, of whom 
733,657 were employed at mines and 104,625 at 
quarry works. Of those employed at mines 
584,298 worked below ground and 149,359 above 
ground, 5,636 of the latter number being fe- 
males. These figures, as compared with the 
preceding year, show a decrease of 5,391 
males working below ground and of 10 males 
and 39 females working above ground, mak- 
inga total decrease of 5,440 persons. ‘The 
number of those working underground be- 
tween the ages of twelve and sixteen was 
44,255. In the coal flelds of Lancashire-and 
Cheshire there were at 
employing underground 70,685 persons, of 
wihhom 4,522 were under the age of sixteen 
Above ground there were altogether 16,542 
persons, or whom 21 were under the age of 
thirteen, and 1,356 under the ages of six- 
teen, while among the female workers there 
were 285 under sixteen and 2,073 above that 
age, making a total of 2,358, as compared 
wth 1,054 in the Scotch coal fields and 61 
in south Wales. The gross total for Lan- 
cashire and Cheshire ts 87,227, or a decrease 
of 828, as compared with a decrease of 2,952 
in Yorkshire and 1,628 in the Midlands. 

The total value of all the minerals pro- 
duced in the United Kingdom was £69,129,664 
as compared with £77,898,938 in the previous 
year, or a decrease of no less than £8,769,- 
274. The value of cOal alone fell from £62,- 
730,179 im 1894 to £57,228,213 in 1895, a decrease 
of over £5,000,000, although the output was 
189,661,282 tons last year, as compared wit 
188,277,525 tons in the previous year, or an 
increase of 1,383,837 tons. The output of an- 
thracite was 2,072,210 tons, the largest on 
record. In Lancashire alone there were 
last year 22,014,515 tons of coal produced, 
these figures marking a decrease of 1,111,468 
tons, as compared with the preceding year. 
The approximate price per ton at the mines 
was 6 shillings 5 pence and the gross yalue 
£7,059,782, as compared with £7,975,302 for 
Durham and £7,318,556 for Yorkshire. The 
gross value of coal raised in England was 
£30,488,435, and the gross tonnage 132,760,636, 
or a decrease of 56,566,788 tons, the average 
price of coal throughout the country being 
5 shillimgs 11.38 pence. 

There were during the year 1,016 separate 
fatal accident, which caused the loss of 1,198 
lives; 914 of these accidents occurred in 
mines and 102 in quarries. Compared with 
the previous year there is an increase of 
62 fatal accidents and a decrease of 77 in 
the number of deaths. ;

WITH FURIOUS CANNIBAIS. 


The Details of.a Fight in Which a 
Famous Austrian Perished. 
From The Chicago Chronicle. 

Later details regarding the death of 
Baron Foullon at the hands of cannibals in 
the Solomon islands have been given in 
Vienna recently. They were eye-witnesses 
of the tragedy. The Albatross, an old 
Austrian gunboat, had anchored off the 
island, and a party went ashore for sup- 
plies. The natives along the shores had 
been friendly, and no trouble was expect- 
ed at Titeri, so that after the return of 
the first party Baron Foullon, with’ a force 
of thirty men, started out to explore the 
Lion's Head, a high mountain near the sea 
coast, .on which it was stated the savage 
tribesmen indulged in cannibalism when- 
ever opportunity served. 

The mountain side was covered with 
thick bush, and the explorers had got halt- 
way up the mountain unmolested, and with- 
out any evidence of hostile movements. 
Suddenly, from out.of the ground itself 
apparently, they were surrounded by dense 
hordes of savagemsMhe explorers were 
totally unprepared for’such an onslaught, 
but quickly opened fire, ‘the natives being 
so close in many cases that the powder 
burned deep holes in them where the bullet 
struck. The whites sought to fall back, but 
the savages were right among them. 

Midshipman Armand de Beaufort was one 
of the first to fall. He succumbed in the 
surprise, being struck down before he had 
time to draw his revolver. The huge savage 
sprange directly in his path with tom hawk 
uplifted and almost before the unfo unate 
midshipman could realize the situation the 
weapon had descended, striking him on the 
shoulder and burying itself deep in his 
chest. "The savage at once sprang upon him 
and commenced drinking the blood from 
the wound. 

Baron Foullon himself was hard pressed. 
He made a gallant fight, but suddenly 
dropped. It was first stated that he had 
been clubbed by the savages, but it is now 
believed that he was accidentally shot in 
the scrimmage by one of his own men. In- 
deed, one of those fighting nearest -him 
avers that this was so, the bullet travers- 
ing the lung. Seaman Jacob Dokovie and 
Seaman Gustav Challupa were also; over- 
powered, and the native g oe gy had 
faught with great bravery tants ' length 
clubbed to death. By this titme the whites 
had concentrated their forces, and pouring 
bullets rapidly into the bush, drove the 
savages off. But the explorers had all their 
work to convey their wounded out of action. 
They retired, firing all the time, and 
finally reached Acti. Sergeant Anton Lov- 
rie of ‘tthe marines has sent a graphic 
letter to ‘his friends,, describing the scene. 
He says: 

“One of the bushmen sprang out and held 
an ax over my ‘head. It would the next 
instant have been embedded in my brain, 
but the native guide struck the fellow a 
swinging blow wth his club, so that his 
head was battered out of shape. A bush- 
man ran past me, seeking to ascape. I 
struck him with the butt end of my rifle, 
and caught him on the chin. He never 
moved afterward. I never expected to get 
back alive. The grass and thick bush 
swarmed with natives. We could not carry 
back the bodies of our comrades who were 
killed, nor care for the wounded, and we 
were compelled to let them lie where they 
fell.”’ 

That night, when the survivors reached 
the warships, they heard the tam-tams of 
the savages, and there on the mourmtain saw 
clearly the roaring fire. They knew well 
that their unfortunate comrades were being 
roasted and eaten, the flesh of the white 
man being regarded as the greatest delicacy. 

Next day an exploring party well armed 
proceeded cautionsly to the gcene of the 
tragedy. There they found ample evidence 
of the overnight orgie. A black block was 
smeared with blood, and on this the canni- 
bals had evidently carved the bodies of the 
unhappy victims. The skulls, had been 
taken away, but human bones were scat- 
tered round the spot. Some pieces of the 
baron’s clothing were found, but there were 
no other traces discovered. The savages 
had all disappeared,

23.—The few Cubans in this city who have 
been incredulous concerning the death of 
General Antonio Maceo are now convinced 
of the sad truth, and believe that he is 
really dead. All fully realize the great loss 
the cause has sustained, but they are un- 
able to express their eentiments save only 
in hushed expressions of deep rage at the 
cowardly manner in which he was killed. 

There is no tonger any doubt that Zer- 
tucha treacherausly led Maceo into a trap 
which had been prepared for him in .ad- 
vance. New evidence is received daily that 
goes to prove the fact that there was 
treachery. 

Cirujeda, in a speech made to a party of 
excursionists, went so far as to compliment 
Dr. . Zertucha, at Punta Brava, and 
said that Ahumeda had prepared 
the encounter. In a private conver- 
sation Ahumada admitted that he knew 
that Maceo was coming his way. He said 
that many soldiers were lying in ambush, 
but after Maceo was shot down they were 
unable to carry away his body on account 
of the furious charge made by the Cubans. 
They were forced to retreat, and left the 
body where it fell. 

Although mourning their great loss in the 
death of General Maceo, the Cubans are 
elated at the sentiment against the Span- 
lards aroused_in the United States and over 
the whole world. They realize that their 
cause will be materially assisted. 

There is a growing conviction here that 
the situation is approaching a climax, and 
should the United States adopt the-resolu- 
tions recognising the independence of Cuba 
thousands uld at once throw their ef- 
forts and force of arms in favor of the 
Cubans. 


THREE FRIENDS HAS LANDED. 


Reported That Ralph D. Paine and 
Two Cubans Were Oaptured. 
Havana, December 23—via Key West, 
Fla., December 23.—It is known here pos- 
itively that the filibustering steamer Three 
Friends has landed an expedition near 
Jaruco on the northern coast of the Ha- 

vana province. 

It is reported that Ralph D. Paine, a 
newspaper correspondent who was on the 
Three Friends, has been captured by the 
Spaniards. The report is that as the Cu- 
bans were going back into the country with 
the arms and ammunition they were at- 
tacked by a body of Spaniards, and during 
the skirmish the American and two Cu- 
bans were captured.

Says That He Does Not Wish To Be 
Considered a Candidate In 1900, 


WAAM WELCOME WAS GIVEN HIM

Governor Atkinson, Mayor King, Mr. 
Hoke Smith, Mr. Clark Howell 
and Others Speak—Inter- 
esting Sentiments Ex- 
pressed at Banquet. 


The luncheen tendered Mr. Bryan yester- 
day by the Young Men's Democratic League 
was the most notable event of the day. 

After breakfasting in the private dining 
room with Captain Bunch McBee and sev- 
eral friends, Mr. Bryan was driven to the 
executive mansion, where he talked with 
Governor Atkinson until just before noon. 
The governor read the resolution of the 
house of representatitves and the senate 
inviting and welcoming Mr. Bryan to Geor- 


gia. 


“T am always given a hearty welcome in 
Georgia,’’ said the Nebraskan. ‘T feel more 
attached to this state than any out- 
side of my own. There is an atmospnere 
of cordiality and southern hospitality here 


which I like.”’ 

In the meantime the members of the 
democratic league who were to meet 
Mr. Bryan had assembled in the parlors 
of the Kimball. 

Shortly after 12 Mr. Bryan walked in, es- 
corted by President Mallard and Mr. Jack 
Spalding, who had been mainly instrumen- 
tal in arranging for the dining. Mr. Bryan 
stood under the arch of the double door- 
ways and spoke to his friends whom he 
had met in Chicago. It was a notable fact 
that nearly all members of the Georgia 
delegation which attended the Chicago con- 
vention were at the Kimball to meet Mr. 


Bryan.

Aweiting Mr. Bryan was Former Secre- 
tary of the Interior Hoke Smith. He gave 
the Nebraskan a cordial greeting, and the 
two chatted together for a few minutes.

Mr. Bryan’s Speech. 

The utterances of Mr. Bryan at the 
banquet were more important that his 
lecture last night. The last was of a formal 
and studied nature. At the banquet he was 
surrounded by a crowd of fellow demo- 
crats, most of them representing the same 
principles for which he had fought, most 
of them offering their support in case, he 
undertook to start another campaign. 

Mr. Bryan spoke in a natural tone of 
voice. He did not break into any emotional 
flights; he did not attempt any high out- 
burst of oratory. What he said was de- 
livered in an earnest, sincere way that im- 
pressed all those about the banquet board. 
Toward the last of his speech he warmed 
up and gave more vehemence to his utter- 
ances than before. 

“The last three months,”’ he said, “were 
to me like a dream. I am scarcely able to 
realize the events which have transpired, 
and through which he have passed during 
the last few months. I remember coming 
here te Atlanta three years ago when we 
were gathered here et about the same 
time and I see about me the same faces 
that greeted me then. At that time I met 
your governor here who was not yet placed 


| in such a high station of command. I then 


met Mr. King, before he was mayor, also 
Mr. Spalding and Mr. Clark Howell, whose 
efficient work for the democratic party 
during the campaign I recognize and ap- 
preciate. Since thiat time many events have 
transpired, but I wish to assure the people 
of Atlanta that I have not forgotten their 
kindness nor their hospitality. I want to 
say that if I believed half the good things 
that were said about me I woukl be 
so stuck up that I would scarcely speak 
to you. I would be like the boy who prayed

The only thing that worries me is 
lest I should not so live as to justify the 
good will of those assembled and others 
who have offered to me their entire friend- 
ship. I say that I am troubled lest I should 
make some mistake, and I wish to say ‘to 
you that if I make an error it will not be 
one of a premeditated kind. 


Mr. Bryan’s Views. 

“I did not espouse new views because I 
was nominated. Three years ago when I 
came through here—a stranger in a strange 
land, and I mean that in the biblica’ sense~ 
I advocated the same principles for which 
we have fought and for which we shall still 
fight. I want to say to you that wiile the 
money question thas been the paramount 
issue, yet it has been but the test question. 
We found in the campaign that we had 
to fight not only the goldbugs, but all ene- 
mies of popular government, and all foes 
of true democracy. We found that every 
oppressed citizen was sending up a. silent 
prayer for the sake of our. case, but that 
those who believe in the domination of for- 
eign ideas were bending their efforts to de- 
feat our success.’’ 

Just here Mr. Bryan called up the mes- 
sage Of Bayard when he cabled: “I, to- 
gether with all London, rejoice that Mc- 
Kinley is elected.’’ : 

“I will say this, my friends,” he contin- 
ued, “that if you study how the contest 
was viewed in foreign lands you will un- 
derstand just what we had to contend 
against. ‘sou have seen feeling aroused 
in the campaign through which we have 
just passed. It is the first campaign in 
which the people have been aroused to the 
sense of their own situation. They have 
called up to you the question of taxation 
and schedules, but deeper than the ques- 
tion of schedules and taxation is the ques- 
tion as to whether the people of America 
shall have a voice tn this issue, or whether 
the money king shall throttle the hopes of 
the masses. (Loud applause.) 


Felt Like an Apology. 

“But I must conclude—” 

Cries of ‘““Don’t stop,” “Go on,” came 
from all about the table.

I want you all 
to feel that I have a higher ambition than 
to be elected president of the United 
States. I'll tell you, my friends, I don’t 
want to be considered a candidate for 
president of the United States. I don’t 
care to sit on the stool and behave myself 
for four years.

“I was taken up suddenly and nominated 
by this gentleman here,’”’ he continued, 
pointing to Mr. Hal Lewis by his side, 
“without my knowledge or consent. I do 
not wish you to consider me a candidate. 
When we come to 1900 we will have a right 
to nominate whom we please. I want you 
to count me out and take the man who 
represents best the cause for which you 
are fighting. I believe that in the end the 
right will triumph. - 

“Some one said to me the other day that 
the republicans would steal our thunder 
and that they would incorporate our prin- 
ciples in their platform. I replied that 
nothing wculd give me greater pleasure 
than to see the cause for which we fought 
carried out. Nothing would delight me 
better than to see them do what we fafled 
to do, and I hope that the republicans 
shall be able to carry out our principles of 
bimetallism. (Applause.) By bimetallism | 
mean the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, for I know of 
no other ratio,.mor have I heard of any. 
If the republicans bring this I shall rejoice 
and be erceeding glad. I tell you this, my 
friends, that if the republicans, with their 
legislation, shall bring prosperity we shall 
enjoy it,,and if they fail we shall call upon 
them to explain why their goods were not 
up to the standard.

Mr. Smith’s remarks were well received 
by the audience. 

Major Livingston Mims, on being called, 
made a few remarks in his usual happy 
style, welcoming the distinguished visitor 
to the city and congratulating democrats 
that they had such a leader. It was a great 
pleasure to him to be able to meéet and 
know Mr. Bryan. 

Hon. Clark Howell Speaks. 

Continued cries of “Howell!” ‘Howell!’ 
Howell!” came from all parts of the hall. 

Some of the guests had begun to disperse, 
but they returned to their seats and waited 
until Hon. Clark Howell, who was passing 
out the door, was called back by President 
Mallard. Mr. Howell walked to the front, 
taking his stand just in front of Mr. Bryan, 
and delivered an emphatic talk of five min- 
utes, liberally interrupted with applause. 

Mr. Howell said: , 

“Tt is needless for me to say that I join 
most heartily in the welcome extended our 


distinguished visitor today. This assemblage 


consists not only of democrats who, prior 
to the party’s national convention, agreed 
with the principles enunciated by its plat- 
form, but as well of those who, differing 
from some of those principles, yielded to 
the expressed judgment of the party and 
did their duty as loyal democrats. It is 
with such significant harmony as this that 
the democracy of Georgia greets our elo- 
quent leader and pledges itself to continued 
support of democratic principles and to 
contend for the supremacy of the party. It 
is an omen of future success and a voice 
of encouragement which pledges the 
strength of the pariy. 

“As loyal American citizens, contending 
for the good of the people and struggling

JUSTICE FIELDS’S MAMMOTH OAK 


It Is the Largest Tree in California 
and .Covers Several Acres. 

Long before Cal!fornia became a part of 
American territory: there existed in the vi- 
cinity of Monterey, and there still stands 
there, after half a century of occupation, @ 
wonderful specimen of the live oak indig- 
enous to this state, says The San Franc'sco 
Chronicle. It was a marvel to the Mexi- 
cans of those days and was pointed out as 
one of the curiosities of the land to the few 
visttors to the coast. Among those to whom 
the natural wonder had been shown in the 
days of Mexican dom‘nation was a young 
midshipman of the United States navy, 
whose ship had anchored in Monterey bay. 
His name was Timothy Beals Field and he 
is now long since dead. The midshipman 
belonged to a fam‘ly whose members have 
been distinguished in science and business, 
in the pulpit and in literature, at the bar 
and on the bench of the supreme court. He 
was sO amazed by the sight of the marvel- 
ous tree that he sketched it and wrote an 
account of it to his father, a clergyman, 
residing among the Berkshire hills of Mas- 
sachusetts. The incident was long forgot- 
ten. It was only last year, on the occa- 
sion of his. vistt to California, that the 
recollection came to the mind of Justice 
Stephen J. Field. A party was made up. 
The tree was found. It proved to be even 
more extraordinary than described by the 
young midshipman to his father. 

After exploring its labyrinths the party 
returned to San Francisco. Soon after Jus- 
tice Field went east on his official duties, 
and while there Mrs. Field wrote an ac- 
count of their visit to the tree, which reads: 

“Rounding the lagoon, we saw ahead of 
us a large sand hill, with a crown of green, 
and as we passed the hamlet of Seaside we 
learned that we were approaching our 
mecca. A cl'mb in the sand and up a few 
rickety steps brought us under the shel- 
tering branches of the largest tree so far 
known in California—not in helght (though 
its height fis great) but in fts capacity of 
shelter. I remarked that I thought 999 per- 
sons could stand comfortably bestde me, 
but a learned man in our party said rather 
5,000. Since the midshipman wrote of ft the 
tree must have expanded vastly, for it now 
covers more acres than one. Its trunk it 
not to be seen, The fine light sand has 
drifted in to the depth of thirty or forty 
feet and covered and protected this relic. 
Its branches remind one of the Laocoon; it 
seemed almost as if they not only could 
shelter but would embrace us, too. Each 
branch is the size of an ordinary tree and 
there are numbers of them spreading out 
latitudinously, with other branches on these 
shooting upward to the sun, the follage be- 
ing all on top and very dense. 

“The tree ‘is of the variety known as the 
California live oak (quercus viren); its 
leaves are small, fresh and crisp and of a 
vitality unimpaired by years, and they do 
not fall with the seasons. 

“It is said that no one has ever yet seen 
a leaf of the live oak unfold or fall. 

“The outside form of the tree is begutiful, 
being entirely circular, and as you sit under 
its shelter and admire you cannot but spec- 
ulate as to its age; its gnarled and crooked 
branches prockaim great antiquity, tts love- 
ly green perpetual youth, 

“Tt may be added that ever since the re- 
discovery of the tree it is-popularly known 
as ‘Justice Field’s oak.’ ”’ 


SOMETHING ABOUT PARTRIDGES 


The Queer Habits of These American 
Birds. 

Among the habits of the partridge one is 
that when a covey is roosting: on the 
ground, with tails bunched together in a 
circle, the bunch is surmounted by a line 
of watchful heads, like sentinels on duty, 
says The Baltimore Sun. Another is that 
they run the instant the ground is touch- 
ed after a “flush,” the dogs often trailing 
them in rabbit-hunting fashion. Their 
sense of smell is evidently very acute, for 
during the nesting season, if the eggs, 
which number from ‘ten to twenty, are 
disturbed in any way or a hand even in- 
serted in the nest, it will be immediately 
deserted and“ a new one built. A short 
time previous to the nesting the males are 
often involved in desperate combats for 
the choice of mates, which stand by and 
quietly watch the encounter, seeming not 
to care which one becomes the victor. The 
incubation is performed entirely by the fe- 
male, the male, when not feeding, often 
being perched on some slight elevation, 
encouraging her by his mellonv-toned call 
of “bob white.” Two and sometimes three 
broods of young} are reared during a sea- 
son, the nesting beginning as early as 
May ist. Later in the fall the broods of 
young occasionally join forces, but whether 
from a want of company or for protection 
is not known. 

Wien feeding, the birds are sometimes 
scattered several yards apart, but at the 
first sign of danger an alarm is given and 
they immediately “bunch,” with their 
heads placed close together, as if in con- 
suitation. The first shot into a covey will 
often cause them to break and fly in all 
directions, and if not disturbed again for 
several minutes ‘scatter calis’ will be 
heard on every side. These are made to 
collect the remaining birds, which again 
bunch.

* ate this point Mr. Bryan paid tribute to the ‘fanatic’ as tHe motor in the 
eas. ; 
wa seine think the word ‘fanatic’ a very harsh name, but after I was able to 
define it myself it didn’t seem s0 bad. A fanatic is one who thinks so deeply upon 
certain subjects as to make himself a nufasance to everybody who doeynt think 
- as deeply on-that subject as he does. (Laughter and applause.) One is a fanatic on 
one subject and one on another. Now the subject which has been most interesting 
to me for several years past is the subject of government, and the thing in gov: 
ernment which impresses me most, as I have studied the question, is the indiffer- 
citizens in @ government like ours to the great problems of government, 
and if I can succeed in awakening in your minds a deeper interest in the prob- 
lems of government, I can trust you with that awakened thought to find some 
way of giving expression to your ideas. But if you have never thought, you 
, to give expression. 
sy petlaas. ‘a He subject the ‘Ancient Landmarks.’ And my reason for so 
doing is this, that in my judgment all we need to do to make the government 
fulfill our ideas is to carry it back and place it upon the foundations already 
laid and establish it ‘on principles already established. (Applause.) There is 
nothing new in government principles. The principles which underlie our form 
of government are understood. They are written in books. They have been taught 
. {n the schools. The only trouble is we fail to apply those principles. We fail to 
measure legislation by those principles, and I desire to suggest in your presence 
some of the ancient landmarks, and to bring your attention to some of those 
principles, the truth of which you must admit; and having admitted the truth of 
the principles, you must admit that they ought to be applied. see tenet! 
principle, the one that lies under all others, the one out of which all others grow, 
is that all men are created equal. Now you say it is commonplace to talk that 
way. Yes, my friends, it is. That is a commonplace. principle, but show gh a 
single bad law upon the statute books and I will show you a law that violates : at 
principle which you call commonplace. But out of that principle - ee ity 
come all principles which must be used in determining what kinds of legis agg 
are bad. Out of that principle of equality comes this principle which I des bet 
impress upon the minds of every listener, and that is that if all men are creat 
equal, then no citizen has a natural right to injure any other citizen (applause) >

HOW THE IDEA OF EQUALITY IS VIOLATED. 


“Now, you would be astonished, if you have noe given the subject thought, to 
find out in how many ways government can violate that idea of equality. If you 
ask me what is the cause of discontent, I will tell you that the cause of more dis- 
content than any other thing is favoritism in government, less under our form of 
government than under other forms, but favoritism is the chief cause of discon- 
tent under our form of government; and discontent ends in dispair when persons 
who complain believe that remedy is an impossibility. When we talk about equal- 
ity before the law there are some who attempt to make it appear that this means 
transferring to the indolent the rewards earned by those who toil. But that is not 
the meaning of it. ‘Jackson will explain that every just form of government will 
protect each. individual in the enjoyment of the fruits of his toil, of superior in- 
dustry, intelligence and ability, But here, my friends, is the peculiar thing. Why 
is it that persons of ability are not content with their natural advantage? Why 
is it that those of ability seek through the instrumentality of government to add 
to their advantages at the expense of those less able than themselves? Why is it 
that those with fortunes would seek through legislation to add to their fortunes 
by burdening those with less fortunes than themselves? And yet, Jackson, in that 
same connection—because that one passage is full of wisdom—says that wherever 
government steps aside from its duty, from the straight line of protecting all alike, 
then the weaker members of society have a right to complain, because they are 
unable to secure those aiivantages which are secured by the stronger and more 
powerful when government enters upon special class legislation. (Applause.) Now, 
my friends, I want to impress this upon your minds, and I want you to think of 
it as you go to your homes, and if you tn times past have been disposed to favor 
any legislation, or any executive action, or any judicial conduct which gave you an 
advantage over some one else, I want toask you by what authority, by what 
course of reasoning, you can justify the position. 

“Let me apply this idea of equality in two or three ways. Let me apply it to 
the subject of taxation. Taxation we have always with us. Government must 
be paid for. It must be paid for by those who enjoy it, or who ought to. Did 
you ever think of what injustice in taxation means? It ‘is nothing but an indi- 
rect form of larceny. Injustice in taxation in nothing but an indirect form of trans- 
ferring one man’s property toanother man’s pocket. Let me illustrate. Suppose 
& man pays $5 taxes when he ought to pay $10, and another man pays $10 when 
he ought to pay only $5. What ts the result? The result is simply that $5 ts 
transferred from one man’s pocket to another. That is the operation of law, 
and I make that illustration and you can apply it. If instead of paying twice what 
he ought to pay, the man pays, one a little more and the other a little less, the 
man is injured to that extent. All unjust taxation is merely the taking of one 
man’s money and putting it into another man’s pocket. All unjust taxation simply 
meas that the government has taken a certain man whom it favors and for his 
benefit laid an unjust burden upon a man whom it dislikes. That is all unjust tax- 
at.on means, and whether it occurs in your city, in your county, in your state or 
your nation, the result is the same. It is an unjust burden on the man who is 
overtaxed. Now, if you believe that taxation ought to be just, then as citizens 
you must examine every proposition which has for its object the collection of 
taxes, whether it be local or national, to see whether it is just in its operation. 
Another thing: Suppose in the assessment of taxes you assess one man’s property 
low and another man’s property high. What is the resule? It is merely injustice 
in taxation. It is simply larceny under the form of hw, and it violates the prin- 
ciple which I first suggested. Take the subject of appropriation. You will find 
a continual struggle between two classes of citizens; between the tax eater and the 
taxpayer. The difference between them is the tax eater is always on hand, and 
the taxpayer is seldom there; and the most difficult thing a public officer has to 
do is to stand as an impartial arbitrator between all the people who are not there 
and the one man who is always there. (Applause.) And this is true, wheuher you 
speak of the appropriation in a city, in a town, a county or a nation. It is an 
equal contest, and umless the men responsible for the law making are at all times 
On the alert, to see that the people who can speak only at the ballot box have their 
voices heeded, and: to see that the man who favors an appropriation does not do 
it merely because he gets the advantage of spending the appropriation. During 
my brief service in congress I found that whenever there was a man who had the 
spending of money he had great ideas of the greatness of the union. He wanted 
everything done on a magnificent scale, and he could tell you what a great advan- 
tage it was to the community to have grand public buildings, great public im- 
provements to look at and to be educated by, but that man’s interest was in 
making a profit out of the education proposed. 


HE TOUCHES THE MONEY QUESTION. 


“Now there is another subject, and I have to handle this subject with a great 
deal of care, because if I were to express myself in words too broad, you might be 
able to guess my views upon the subject.’ (Applause.) I want to express myself 
upon this subject in language so comprehensive that the man who differs from 
me in the application of the principle must agree with me in the statement of the 
principle. I have spoken of this law of equality. I have spoken of this principle 
which we must apply to all legislation, and I have spoken of it in its application for 
for taxation, and whether for property or taxation, or collection of taxation as- 
sessed upon property, or unless with justice and fairness, it is taken from the 
one and given to the other. I call your attention to the application of the princi- 
ple as applied to appropriations. There is one other question.to which this must 
be applied, and by the application of this principle, we must determine: we must 
determine that question when it is finally deterr..ined. I stated the principle that 
there is only one way to determine what kind of monetary standard is best, and 
that is applying to it the principle that all men are created equal and selecting 
that principle which treats most of all the people with the greatest justice 
No man, however much he may differ from me, will be able to oppose the state- 
ment. A man who says that in the settlement of the money question, we 
should so settle it as to violate the principle of equality, would not be able to de 
fend his argument before the community or the bar of his own judgment. 
We differ simply in our efforts to arrive at that system which brings justice to 
most people of his country, and to the people of the world. I may say that in 
ascertaining what monetary system is best, there is but one test, and by that test 
we must finally settle this question; and when we try to find what monetary system 
is the most equitable and the most just, we must test it by the purchasing power 
of the unit which it gives to society to measure all other things by. Now, in the 
end, after all the discussion, the people of this country will select that monetary 
system in the long run—the people of the country will select that monetary system 
which gives the unit least changeable in its conduct among the people. If I should 
tell you what system I thought would give that you might believe me wrong. If 
you told me what system you thought would give the best dollar, the dollar most 
nearly honest, I might not agree with you, but when I tell you that the aim of 
both of us should be to come to the nearest approach to absolute Stability and ab- 
solute justice between man and man, you must agree with me in the purpose, 
however you differ from me in the means of arriving at it. And it is only by tak- 
ing thep rinciple of an apcepted fact, and measuring all systems by it, that we 
can expect to arrive at a just or fair conclusion. 

“Now, I realize that in all these applications of the principle we have one great 
difficulty to meet, and that is the interest which the individual ‘thas, and that in- 
terest colors his judgment. If you tell me that man will ever reach a place where 
selfishness is entirely eliminated, I tell you that I cannot agree with you. I believe 
that selfishness is here to stay, and that any person who attempts to legislate and 
forgets to make allowance for selfishness is going to make a great mistake in 
legislation. Nor do I believe that selfishness is an entire disadvantage. Selfishness 
is but the manifestation of the instinct of self-preservation. It is the manifesta- 
tion of the instinct to take care of yourself, and we would not be worth much in 
this world if we were without that instinct, because if I were intent on takin 
care of somebody else, and somebody else was intrusted with the duty of cimnie 
care of me, the danger is that my extremity might come when my guardian was 
not there; but if I take care of myself and you take care of yourself, our guardi- 
ans are always present in the hour of danger. While selfishness is here, and while 
it will remain here, and while I rather think that the Creator knew better than we 
when he put the selfishness here, I say, while it will remain here, yet the evidence 
of intelligence among people is found in their willingness to put limits to their own 
selfishness in order that they may put mits to the selfishness of others. I believe 
that the highest selfishness is found in that commandment, ‘Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor as ‘thyself.’ That is the highest selfishness, because by following that 
idea and applying that principle we secure for ourselves the highest possible en- 
joyment. And in legislation, if we can but withstand the temptation to secure small 
advantages at another’s injury, we will by withstanding that temptation secure a 
higher advantage by recognizing the rights of all others, and having our own 
rights recognized in return. I say this is the summit of intelligence. This is the 
height of wisdom, and it is in the following of that principle that we secuTfe a 
government which is just, refusing to take advantage of our neighbor, and refusing 
to allow the neighbor ‘to take advantage of us, each enjoying a mutual right 
each standing ready to protect the other in the enjoyment of the right, in Pe ae 
that others may be protected also. Now, we not only have to avoid that which is 
affirmatively unjust, but we have to go further. 


THE FUNCTIONS OF GOVERNMENT. 


“The government must not only avoid abuses, but governments must protect so- 
ciety. That is, government must protect the weaker members of society against 
those who may be at the time the stronger. The stronger person may be able 
to protect himself, but the beauty of government is that is substitutes law for 
force. It substitutes right for might And this first principle which I suggested 
the equality of people before the law has two branches growing out of it. The 
first one which I have suggested of avoiding affirmative abuses, the other of re- 
etraining. And, my friends, Jefferson, recognizing, as few have recognized, the 
temptations which come to people; understanding as few have understood the hu- 
man heart in all motives, stated that one of the tmportant duties of government 
was the restraining of one citizen from mjuring another. Every lew that begins, 
‘Thou shalt not’ is an act of restraint. Every law that begins, ‘Thou shalt not’ 
is putting limits upon somebody’s selfishness; and, my friends, I want you to 
think, I want you to consider, I want you to decide, whether the restraining power 
of government is not needed more today than ever before in the history of this 
country. If I were to go into minute details, I might be trespassing upon for- 
bidden ground, but when I say it is the duty of government to restrain every arm 
uplifted for a neighbor’s injury, I want you to understand that that restraining 
power means that government should not only prevent one citizen from shooting 
another, or hitting another with a club, but that government should protect every 
citizen from injuring any other citizen in any way, directly or indirectly. And 
there are indirect methods which,are more potent today for evil than are - the 
direct methods of injury. More potent for evil because they grow up unnoticed,

NECESSITY OF POLITICAL PARTIES. 


“Political parties are necessary. In a government like this, without the co- 
operation of individuals in parties, action ts impossible. But I believe that there 
is one lesson that ought to be learned by our people. I believe that we have now 
gone far enough away from the war and its issues—from the war and its passions— 
to be able to act with more patriotism, and to recognize party in a higher and 


.@ better sense than it was possible a few years ago. (Applause.) It is not an 


end, it is the means for the accomplishment for an end. When we regard parties 
@s an end, then party becomes your god, and you become its servant. When you 
regard party as a means, then you are the master, and it is the instrument to ac- 
complish your decree. That is the only true idea of parties, that men shall gather 
together, in order that through the party they shall give effective expression to 
their idea. And I want to say to you that the man who belongs to a party and 
advocates things in a party because he belMeves them, no matter to what party he 
belongs, {s a better citizen than the man who is so indifferent to public questions 
that he does not know exactly where he stands. (Applause.) When a person does 
not know exactly where he stands, it is an indication that he has not much knowl- 
edge of the question. When he studies questions and understands them and be- 
comes interested in them, he not find much difficulty in finding the party 
through which he can best express his ideas. 

“I car-look back on the campaign through which we have just passed and I can 
glory in it, because I believe it has brought to the American people an awakening 
that means much for the purification of government. (Great applause.) I care not 
what may be the tmmediate results of an awakening of the people. I have such a 
profound confidence in the patriotism of the millions of people, in their intelligence 
and in their capacity for government, that when once awakened, I am willing to 
trust them on all questions, and I believe they will find out their true destiny 
and their highest good. (Applause.) And the campaign through which we have just 
passed, which has resulted in the stirring of the hearts of the people as they 
have seldom been stirred before, means much for the future of this country. It 
means that the people will watch their public servants more carefully than they 
used to when they were indifferent, and the more carefully you watch public ser- 
vants the better public servants you will have. (Applause.) Jefferson once said 
that but for public opinion all public officers would become wolves. I do not sup- 
pose he meant to make it a universal rule, so any friend you may have would be 
excepted from the operation; but I am speaking of the general rule, that public 
opinion has a restraint upon officers, without which they cannot be relied upon to 
carry out and perform the duties of their office. More than that, Jefferson stated 
in another place that free government is founded in jealousy and not in confidence; 
that confidence is the greatest danger. That sounds harsh, but, my friends, it is 
true Free government exists in jealousy and not in confidence. You have confi- 
dence that everything will go well, and that confidence will be betrayed. But if you 
are jealous of your liberty, if you are watchful ‘of the conduct of your public ser- 
vants, you will have public servants honest, because they can tell when you are 
waching them; and if a public servant enters public office with the right spirit, he 
will be glad to be watched, because he himself will be glad to have a restraint 
that will keep him in the right path. (Aplause) 

“So that I say that the campaign through which we have just passed will, in 
my judgment, be fruitful. I would like to see the people at all times awake on pub- 
lic questions. I would like to see the people able to discuss intelligently every ques- 
tion that arises. I would like to see the people so jealous of their liberties, so watch- 
ful of their public servants, that every citizen who enters public office would know 
unless he discharges his duty he could never again secure public employment, no 
matter through what party he intended to secure it. 

“I say you can remedy the evils of government through legislation, throug 
parties, through political action. And instead of boasting that you are not willing 
to contaminate yourself with politics, just remember what one of the ancients, I 
think Plato, said, that if good citizens negigct their civii duties they are punished 
by being compelled to live under the rule of worse citizens than themselves. If 
people are not willing to exert themselves to secure good government, it will be 
a bad government. But that is only one way. I believe that public opinion is one 
of the most potent things in this country; and public opinion can crush out any 
abuse, as it can give license to any abuse; and, my friends, no matter how insig- 
nificant you may think your influence is in politics, your uence is not insignifi- 
cant in the formation of public opinion. The newspa to ‘orm public 
opinion, but {it only helps. It cannot be relied upon to do i , and an intelligent 
people will help to correct their newspapers, just as the newspapers help to cor- 
rect the people. All these things join in to make public opinion; and, my friends, 
I want you to remember fhat the public opinion of your/‘city, and of your state 
and of your nation is part of the work of your hands. If public opinion is such that 
@ man’s conduct in office will have no effect upon his candidacy for re-election, you 
need not complain if your children grow up to believe it will be just as well to 
be dishonest as honest. 

“If you throw your influence in the formation of public opinion upon the 
side of a strong, pure public opinion, it reacts upon you and aids you in the train- 
ing of your children, and if you refuse, you must not complain if the ideals 
you set them have more influence than the advice that you give them against 
those ideals. .And I want to touch upon a question here, my friends, and in 
so doing I want to apply it to all parties without distinction. I want to say to 
you that one of the most pernicious influences that have crept into our politics— 
not into one party, but into all parties that have age enough to have abuses— 
and it dces not take a party long to get old enough to have abuses—one of the 
most pernicious abuses that we have to contend with in modern politics is the use 
of money in illegitimate ways in politics. (Applause.) Remember what I say; it 
is not confined to one party. If it were we might consider ourselves fortunate; 
but the contaminating influences of meney in politics have reached all parties. 
And, my friends, I think I am speaking the truth when I tell you that unless we 
can crush out the influence of money—thle corrupting influence in politics—we 
have much to fear from its continuance among us. If men spend money to get 
office, there is a temptation almost too strong to resist to get money back after 
they are in office. If we tolerate, if we encourage, if we permit it, it simply 
means that having made the securing Of office expensive, we must permit ourselves 
to be plundered to even a greater extent than the amount spent in securing the 
election. ‘ 

MONEY SHOULD NOT ENTER POLITICS. 

“I can leave with you no better thought for your consideration than this: 
That every citizen who loves his country, no matter what he may believeon po- 
litical questions, no matter what hs convictions may be on the issues which 
make them divided parties, no matter what his party name or his party history— 
there is no better thought that I can leave with you than that every citizen 
should use his influence to destroy the use of money in the politics of this nation, 
in order that the public servant shall simply offer himself as a candidate, leaving 
his citizens to decide between him and his opponent, without each entering into a 
race with the other to see who can most debauch politics. I say, my friends, that 
these questions which are affected by public influence are questions which you 
must take your part in settling. 

“If I have succeéded in leaving with you the idea that equality must be the 
test of all legislation—if I have succeeded in leaving the idea that every just gov- 
ernment will protect every citizen in the enjoyment of life, liberty and in the pur- 
suit of happiness; if I have succeeded in leaving with you the idea that as citi- 
zens of the greatest nation on the earth you have a duty to perform in making 
your government good and your laws just, I shall have accomplished all that I 
could’ expect to accomplish in the course of a lecture. If I can leave in the m nds 
of him who listens a determination to study all public queéstions—to be abie to 
discuss every issue that arises, and a determination, no matter what others may 
do, his influence will be cast upon which side he believes to be right, I will have 
done all that I could hope to accomplish. 

“My friends, we live here, and not only we live here, but our children are to 
live here after we are gone. It is a short-sighted policy to attempt to care only 
for ourselves. The Latin poet beautifully expressed the idea when he said: “We 
plant trees the fruit of which we never expect to eat.’ Lincoln expressed fit in 
his Gettysburg speech, when he said that those who fell on that battlefield left 
an unfinished work to those who survived. It was an unfinished work, Every 
man who dies leaves an unfinished work. Every person coming upon the stage of 
action finds an unfinished work.

A National Divorce Law. 

Should our lawmakers in Washington 
enact a general divorce law? 

On account of the extreme laxity of 
divorcee statutes in some of the states 
of the union this question has become 
one of vital importance within the last 
few years. Under the present loose and 
imperfect system of granting divorces 
in this country the rigid laws which pre- 
vail in some states are completely nul- 
lified by those of others. For instance, 
if a man in New York or Georgia be- 
comes dissatisfied with ‘his wife for

Soiling a Good Name. 
Seldom does a more pathetic incident 
find its way into the daily papers than 
one which occurred a few days ago in 

the city of New York. 

A middle-aged man, dressed in a shab- 
by-genteel suit of clothes and answering 
to some fictitious name, was arraigned 
before one of the local magistrates on 
the charge of drunkenness. The officer 
of the law was about to commit the 
unfortunate man to the lock-up when 
some one in the courtroom recognized 
him as Edward M. Field, son of the late 
Cyrus W. Field, the famous promoter 
of the Atlantic cable. On receiving this 
information the magistrate, imstead of 
committing the hapless inebriate to pris- 
on, turned him over to one of the local 
asylums. 

Less than a dozen years ago Edward 
M. Field ranked among the leading bus- 
iness men of New York city. At the 
head of a well-known brokerage firm he 
controlled large sums of money, rang- 
ing high up into the millions, and en- 
joyed a reputation second to that of no 
other metropolitan broker. Reverses 
overtook the firm, however, and in the 
wreck which ensued not only his own 
capital was lost but also the entire ac- 
cumulations of his distinguished father. 
On the charge of criminal trregularity 
the broker was subsequently indicted 
by the grand jury, but pending the trial 
of the case it was discovered that his 
mind was unbalanced. He was there- 
upon committed to the Buffalo insane 
asylum for medical treatment. In this 
institution he remained until January, 
1894, when he was delivered back to the 
custody of the civil authorities. On ac. 
count of his mental infirmities action 
was not pressed against him by his 
creditors, and the criminal indictment 
was withdrawn. 

Shortly after the failure and disgrace 
of his son the @der FTfeld was stricken 
with a malady from which he never 


is to take up his residence for a short 
while in one of the states of the north. 
west. Within a few months after emi- 
grating he will experience the satisfac- 
tion of being once more single. 

Whilo the evils arising from the lack 
of uniform divorce laws is manifest to 
every one who has given the subject 
any thought, it is simply out of the ques- 
tion to secure a general law without 
first amending the constitution of the 
United States.

France Preparing for War. 

That France is apprehensive of im- 
pending warfare is evident not only 
from the additions she is making to her 
naval fleet, but also from the maner in 
which a proposition to reduce the term 
of military service to one year was vot- 
ed down in the chamber of deputies a 
few days ago. 

In opposing the measure General Bil- 
lot decared that France was in no con- 
dition to admit of such a reduction in 
the term of military service, and that 
furthermore it might be necessary to 
call out the army at any time to protect 
the national frontiers. 

While no specific country was named 
by General Billot, it is generally under- 
stood that his allusion was to Germany. 
Since the recent clash between the two 
powers, there has never been a very 
close relationship between them, and 
France has been eager for several years 
to renew the contest in which she fared 
so badly. This desire has been very 
greatly strengthened since the present 
emperor assumed the reins of govern- 
ment. 

France is better equipped for war at 
the present time than she has been tn 
many years. ‘Aside from retaining 572.- 
000 men in active military service she 
has arranged to create a trained force of 
3,784,000 men between now and the close 
of the century. With such extensive 
preparations {t is evident that France ts 
determined to make a bold stroke when 
the time for military action arrives.

They Held a Meeting a Year Ago and 
Authorised Their Attorneys to 


Is Back of It All. 


“Individual stockholéers need feel mo 
alarm about.a@ shrinkage in the value of 


their holdimgs,” said Mr. Jack Spalding’ 


yesterday, “If there is any stock on the 
market at 95 I think that I can find a pur- 
chaser for it, The truth is, individual 
stock is Worth more today, intrinsically, 
than it Was before the application was 
made for a receiver, If this application is 
successful the Atlanta and West Point will 
be freed from the domination of other 
roads, and it will be worth more to its 
stockholders than it has been in the past 
or*‘than it could be so long as this domi- 
nation continues.” 

Messrs, King and Spalding are counsel 
for Mr. Levi Nelson, who made the appli- 
cation for the appointment of a receiver 
in ordér that the affairs of the railroad 
could be wound up and the property sold 
to sOme person or company with the legal 
right under the constitution of Georgia 
to buy and hold. the road. 

Mr, Spalding was asked if Mr. Nelson 
was acting for some one else—if there was 
an understanding with the Seaboard or 
the Southern, the Central or the Louisville 
and Nashville, in regard to bringng this 
action. In other words, was he acting as 
a Rowena 8. Clarke or a John Doe or a 
Richard Roe. 

“Not at all,” Mr. Spalding answered. 
“Mr. Nelson woke up one morning and 
read in The Constitution that there was a 
fight in the legislature over the granting 
of a new charter to the Atlanta and West 
Point railroad. He was a stockholder and 
probably did not know that the charter 
was about to expire until he read ft in The 
Constitution. Then. he concluded that he 
wanted to divide up, and under the laws 
of the state the way to do that is to obtain 
a receiver and have the property sold, pay 
its taxes and divide the balance, The share- 
holders of the company have equal rights 
under the law, If there is no provision 
for a renewal of the charter on the vote 
of three-fourths or some other prescribed 
number of shares, an individual stock- 
holder has the right to demand that the 
affairs of the company be wound up. That 
is the right on which Mr. Nelson relies, 
There was the case of a national bank in 
this state. One shareholder bought out all 
the other shareholders, except one. When 
the day came that the bank’s charter was 
about to expire the large stockholder be- 
gan steps to obtain a new charter for an- 
other term of years. The small stockhold- 
er said that he objected. He wanted to 
end the partnership and wind up the con- 
cern. He wanted his share, down to the 
chair in the office, and he obtained the ap- 
pointment of a receiver and the banking 
company was dissolved.”’ 

The attorneys for the Atlanta and West 
Point, Messrs. Dorsey, Brewster & Howell, 
say that the mew charter takes the place of 
the old one, It seems that there was a 
meeting of the stockholders a year ago, 
at which the counsel for the company were 
instructed to prepare a new charter and 
get it through the legislature. Mr, Nelson 
may not have been present at that meeting. 
It is concluded that the acquiescence of a 
shareholder debars him from proceeding. 

Many railroad people believe that the 
Seaboard is inspiring the fight on the 
West Point charter. They say that it is 
@ renewal of the fight of last summer, 

Whether a receiver is appointed or not 
by Judge Lumpkin when the case comes up 
for a hearing, an appeal will probably be 
taken. It is likely that the case will be 
fought all the way to the court of last re- 
gort, which may be the United States su- 
preme court. In the event that the Atlanta 
and West Point should be ordered sold, 
‘long litigation might be expected over the 
purchase. Messrs. King & Spalding 
hold to the opinion that the Southern, the 
Central, nor the Louisville and Nashville 
could be a legal purchaser.

federacy’ Chapter U. D. C.”’

WAS A NEW YORK MERCHANT 


Owned a Half Interest In a Big Man- 
ufacturing Concern. 


WAS WEALTHY AND STOOD HIGH THER 


Mr. H. Keenen Read of Rheubottom 
in The Constitution, and Called 
and Identified the Prisoner 
in the County Jail 
Yesterday. 


The record and history of H. E. Rheu- 
hottom, the allezed bank swindler, who nas 
been in the county jail twelve months, 
have at last come to light. The mystery 
of the prisoner's past life was cleared up 
yesterday by a former citizen of Rheubot- 
tom’s native town and an acquaintance of 
the prisoner in his better days. 

Since his incarceration on the charge of 
cheating and swindling preferred by Cash- 
fer Harry Cassin, of the Georgia Loan 
and Savings bank, Rheubottom has fre- 
fused to make known his identity and per- 
sistently declined to tell of his past. Fur- 
ther than stating that he came from the 
north and that his name is really Rheu- 
bottom the prisoner maintained silence 
and the efforts of many persons to ascer- 
tain something of his record were futile. 
The detectives who arrested him and those 
who caused his arrest attempted to learn 
something of the man, but they were un- 
successful. ° 

It now develops that Rheubottom was 
formerly a prominent merchant and busi- 
ness man of New York state, having re- 
sided in Syracuse, Cortland, Weedsport 
and other places in. that state. He was 
wealthy at that time and stood high, so- 
He was identi- 
fied by Mr. H. Keenen, Jr., formerly a 
resident of one of the places in which 
Rheubottom lived, who knows the record 
of the prisoner for many years back. Mr. 
Keenen and a Constitution representative 
called on Rheuhbottom at the jail and the 
prisoner and Mr. Keenen talked over old 
times and renewed their acquaintance of 
ten or fifteen years ago. 

Knew the Rheubottoms in New York. 

Mr. Keenen came to Atlanta recently 
with the vitascope company. He is treas- 
urer of that concern. He had almost for- 
gotten the Rheubottoms whom he former- 
ly knew in Cortland, N. Y., but when he 
read something of the prisoner in Fulton 
county jail in The Constitution recently 
he recalled the family by that name and 
berlan to wonder if the prisoner was one 
of the Rheubottoms who were in the man- 
ufacturing business in his town several 
yéars and whose plant was a very valua- 


‘ble one. He at first refused to believe 


that the prisoner could be the man, but 
yesterday decided to investigate the mat- 
ter. When he called at the jail Rheubot- 
tom was sent for and the two exchanged 
greetings, recalling each other without dif- 
ficulty. They talked over old times and 
went over the business and private life of 
the Rheubottoms, 

The prisoner seemed giad to see some one’ 
he knew long ago, and he declared that 
Mr. Keenen was the first man to call on 
him during his confinement, whom he knew 
in New York. During the conversation 
Rheubottom and (Mr. Keenen recalled the 
business career of the former and his good 
character at that time. He was then a 
rick manufacturer and owned a plant in 
partnership with his brother, J. R. Rheu- 
bottom, of Cortland, N. Y. The firm was

Mr. Keenen says the family are 
still in New York and that they are amply 
able to help the prisoner should he ask 
for aid. Rheubottom’s father was a weal- 
thy citizen of Weedsport and he left a for- 
tune to his sons, who went into business 
and made money for a long time before 
they were overtaken by trouble. Rheu- 
bottem was well educated when young, 
and he was a polished and successful bus- 
iness man. It will be remembered that he 
was said to have been implicated in a deal 
with confederates in New Orleans to swin- 
dle the Atlanta bank out of the sum of 
$15,000, and when he was arrested last fall 
his case created something of a sensation. 
He has never been given a trial on the 
charge on which he is being held.

papers. 

The conference of a state license upon 
a teacher is a great honor, and one that is 
obtained only after hard work. The exami- 
nations are prepared carefully and with a 
view of allowing only competent teachers 
to obiain the state license and 
who measure fully up to tne 
standard required by law. This is in pur- 
suance of a policy of improving the sys- 
tem.

Attorneys Argued the Anti-Trust. Bill 
Yesterday at the Statehouse. 


SAY THE MEASURE IS UNJUST 


Governor Gives Patient Hearing but 
Reserves His Decision. 


THE BILL I$ REVIEWED VERY FULLY 


It Is Now Awaiting the Signature of 
the Governor Before It Be- 


comes Operative. 


Areument agiainst the anti-trust bill was 
heard yesterday afternoon by Governor 
Atkinson, and as there yet remain but 
five days in which he must reach a con- 
clusion, he will probably announce his de- 
cision before the end of the week. 

The hearing occurred at 3 o’clook and 
wag full and complete in its review of the 
bill and the action of both the house and 
senate in regard to the measure, The 
opposition to the bill developed several 
days ago, and several of the wholesale 
merchants of the city took measures to 
prevent action being taken by the senate 
at that time. ‘The Wholesale Grocers’ As- 
sociation met in special session and ap- 
pointed a committee with instructions to 
appear before the senate committee, where 
the bill was being considered, and urge 
that action be postponed by the committee 
until a day could be set for a hearing, at 
which time the representative merchants 
of the state could be present either in per- 


son or by attorney. 

I: will be remembered that the senate 
committee reported favorably upon the 
measure, giving a rising vote. As soon as 
this was done it was passed by the senate, 
and then Colonel W. C. Glenn, who had 
been employed by the Wholesale Grocers’ 
Association, applied to Governor Atkinson 
for permission to argue the question be- 
fore him at a time when he could give the 
matter his careful attention. 

Yesterday afternoon Colonel Glenn ar- 
gued the question fully, stating the objec- 
tions which the merchants had presented 
against the bill, and asking that no action 
be taken for the present until the mer- 
chants of the other cities of the state could 
be grven an opportunity to’ state their po- 
sition on the proposed legislation and give 
their reasons for opposing the Dill. 

After a patient hearing, Governor At- 
kinson stated that the arguments against 
the bill becoming a law were exceedingly 
strong and he-saw that some evils might 
result, but thought great good could be 
at the same time accomplished, He re- 
served his decision, but will consider the 
bill and announce his decision later. 

One of the first objections advanced by 
Colonel Glenn was that the bid had been 
hastily prepared and passed, not giving 
the merchants an opportunity to be heard 
upon the matter. 

“The legislation proposed is not what 
we will get if the bill becomes a law. It 
has been presented and rushed through on 
its name and not on its merits. It says 
it is against trusts; it makes a big display, 
but then fails utterly to strike the blow 
for which #t was intended. These trusts 
are not in Georgia; this state has nothing 
like a trust. There are no monopolies in 
the state.. All of these trusts that cause 
this general outcry are situated in the east 
and in.the north and in the west. The 
trusts sell their goods in Georgia. This is 
all they do here, but the bill, as proposed, 
does not begin to touch them It simply 
handcuffs the merchants of the state and 
makes it possible for them to be sued and 
indicted if they violate the Dill. It is ab- 
surd and nonsensical and is extreme folly 
to talk about crushing trusts by a piece 
of state legislation.”’ 

Mr. Ed. Durant appeared before the gov- 
erfor and presented 100 telegrams from 
Savannah merchants, asking that action 
be postponed until the merchants of the 
state could be heard from on the subject. 


FAIR WEATHER FOR TODAY. 


Christmas Eve To Be Fair and. Cool, 
with Little or No Change. 

The weather charts of last evening show- 
ed that abnormally high pressure prevailed 
over the entire country, and the pressure 
everywhere yesterday was on the increase.

Negroes Sent to the Doctor’s Office 
Yesterday and Last Night. 


TODAY WASHERWOMEN WILL-BE EMPLOYED 
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Twenty-Five of Them Have Been En- 


ee — 


The fierce war of dung and collectors 
which the Broyles Grocery Company has 
been waging against Dr. A. P, Ebbert for 
the last few days, is continuing with un- 
abating zeal. The interference of the law 
Tuesday night, when three of the collectors 
were locked in the station house, has not 
marred the determination of the grocery- 
man, and yesterday the little cottage at 15 
Pulliam street wus again besieged by a 
bevy of dusky collectors. 

The cases against the three negroes, who 
were arrested on the charge of disorderly 
conduct, was to have come up in the re- 
corder’s court yesterday afternoon, but Dr. 
Ebbert moved a continuance to summon 
more witnesses, and Recorder Pro Tem. 
Hirseh, therefore, set the case for next 
Tuesday afternoon, when Judge Andy will 
say whether creditors have a right to dun 
their debtors in such a manner. 

Mr. Broyles was also present ifn court, 
and stated he did not wish the negroes he 
had commissioned as collectors to be pun- 
ished, and was willing to shoulder the re- 
sponsibility himself, paying all fines in- 
curred. He will fight the case to the bitter 
end, however, on the ground he has a right 
to dum Dr. Ebbert whenever he pleases. 

Yesterday morning bright and early Mr. 
Broyles continued hostilities. He was hin- 
dered by the scarcity of negroes to send, 
as none had yet ever consented to go the 
second time. The warm reception Dr. Eb- 
bert had accorded all former messengers 
has been heralded around darktown, and 
now volunteers are scarce, notwithstanding 
the good price the grocer pays each for 
the job. 

Sent to the Drug Store. 

Up to noon yesterday Mr. Broyles hada 
sent about six negroes to Smith's drug store 
on Capitol avenue, the headquarters of Dr. 
Ebbert, in hopes of finding him there, but 
all efforts were fruitless. Finally Druggist 
Smith telephoned Mr. Broyles for good- 
ness sake let up; that Dr. Ebbert was not 
there; that his office was not in the drug 
store, and that he did not want to be wor- 
ried about Dr. Ebbert’s debts. About noon 
Mr. Broyles took pity on the druggist and 
chose the doctor’s residence again, at 15 
Pulliam street, as the point of attack. 

Late yesterday afternoon and up to 10 
o’clock last night Mr. Broyles states he 
sent fully a dozen collectors to the doc- 
tor’s house. All returned, however, with- 
out any cash. None of the negroes were 
arrested last night, as Officer Cochran was 
not stationed at the house as on the night 
before, and the dun bearers succeeded in 
getting in their work when the officer wus 
not around, fe , 

At 10 o’clock last night,. however, Mr. 
Broyles closed up hig place of business for 
the night, more determined than ever to 
collect the bill of $4 if it took him twenty 
years and cost $10,000. The action of the 
police has had no effect on him whatever, 
and the war is still on with the debts un- 
paid. Just how the matter is going to end 
is speculative. 

Will Try a New Method. 

Last night Mr. Broyles determined on a 
new method for today’s campaign. Hostil- 
ities will be renewed at 6 o’clock this morn- 
ing by a method stl more amique than the 
first, which Mr. Broyies is ificlined to think 
wiil prove successful. 

Yesterday afternoon he issued a call to 
the wash women of the city, summoning 
them to appear at his store early this 
morning for duty. He has enrolled twenty- 
five so far, offering each one a sack of 
flour.to carry a dun to Dr. Bbbert’s home. 
If they collect the money they may pocket 
one-half the bill, but if they only get an 
answer they will be remunerated with the 
flour anyway. 

Mr. Broyles has gone so far as fo hire a 
special clerk in the store whose duty it is 
to keep trace of the collectors. It takes the 
whole time of one man to keep up with 
them,” 

Since the story of this remarkable debt 
appeared in The Constitution yesterday 
morning ‘Mr. Broyles states he has had to 
keep a man at the telephone all day yes- 
terday answering messages of congratula- 
tion from different merchants in the city 
on his new departure in a collection agency. 
Furthermore, a great many firms in the 
city yesterday determined on the same 
scheme, so Dr, Ebbert will probably not be 
the only one who will be sorry he got in 
debt. 

Plans for Christmas Day. 

If Mr. Broyles’s wash women do not suc- 
ceed today he has outlined another plan for 
Christmas day, which is still further evi- 
dence he is in earnest. 

Close to his store an old negro owns an 
old horse so poor he can hardly walk. Ev- 
ery bone in the animal’s body can be seen 
with the naked eye. This old negro also 
possesses an old cart which has served its 
time long ago. Mr. Broyles wiil purchase 
this outfit and early Christmas morning 
will station it directly in front of Dr. Eb- 
bert’s home, on Pulliam street. On the side 
of the cart will appear the inscription, “Our 
horse is poor because we can’t collect our 
old accounts. Broyles Brothers.” 

When seen last night Mr. Broyles made 
the following statement: 

“You can just say for me, I am going to 
coHect that debt if it costs me every cent 
I have, and all my father has, too. We are 
always willing to credit people who are 
honest, but a man who spends his money on 
iheaters and dresses like a dude, and then 
won't pay what he owes, why we are going 
to push to the bitter end. I.am going to 
keep on sending coligctors, if I have to get 
every negro in town. If there is any law to 
stop me, why I will sell out my business 


| and go to Cuba to help the ineurgents.” 


The Doctor Will Prosecute. 

On the other hand, Dr. Dbbert will pros- 
ecute Mr. Broyles in the recorder’s court 
for annoying him and disturbing a sick 
lady at his house.

Financial Gossip. 

Practically everybody thas settled down 
to the conviction that the Manhattan suit 
was for stock jobbing purposes. People 
who tried to find the plaintiff in the case 
had some difficulty, and it was stated yes- 
terday that no notice had been served on 
the officers of Manhattan.

PATIENT DOING WELL | I 


Doctors Do Not Fear That Smallpox 
Will Spread. 


CUBANS TO BE VACCINATED 


Board of Health Takes Active Steps 
and Doctors Are Supplied 
with Virus. 


The smallpox patient at the hospital fs 
doing about as well as could be expected 
under the circumstances, but the board of 
health all day yesterday was busy vacci- 
nating those parties who had in any way 
been exposed. The doctors received a lot 
of fresh virus, and at once set to work 
among the Cubans and others who are re- 
garded with suspicion. 

There will hardly be any new develop- 
ments for eight days, at least, but during 
that time the board will exercise every pre- 
caution to keep those suspected in a state 
of isolation, and from the amount of fumi- 
gating and vaccinating going on it is not 
at all likely that the disease will appear in 
Other portions of the city. 

Atlanta’s sanitary department is one of 
the most thorough and efficient of any city 
in the country. and scarcely a week passes 
that some one does not come here to study 
the system, 

Mr. T. P. Sales, of Raleigh, N. C., is in 
the city now studying Atlanta’s sanitary 
department with a view to adopting such 
feature, as in his opinion will be suited to 
his city 

“There is one thing we are deficient in,”’ 
said Chief Inspector Veal, ‘“‘and that is our 
department of vital statistics. This is not 
through anv deficiency in my office or in 
the board of health, but is the result of 
carelesness on the part of our physicians. 
The duty of every doctor who practices 
his profession in Atlanta is plain and 
well defined, and generally at, the first of 
the year they are more or less eareful in 
reporting cases of contagious diseases, 
births, etc., but after a while their re ts 
are tardy and very unsatisfactory to the 
board of health.”’ 

Dr. McRae is now trying to impress on 
the minds of the doctors throughout the 
city the vital importance of a strict ob- 
servance of this rule. Dr. McRae, as sec- 
retary of the board of health, has already 
sent out over a hundred and ninety copies 
of a letter to various physicians, and will 
complete the list in a few days.

My Dear Doctor—On account of your 
many professional duties you may have 
forgotten during the year to report cases 
of contagious diseases or births to the 
board of health office. In the event you 
have done so, we would be very giad to 
have a complete report of any such lapses, 
so that our vital statistics may be as nearly 
accurate as possible. 

Our department must of nécessity depend 
very largely for its efficiency upon the phv- 
sicians of Atlanta, and unless we can ¢ce- 
cure their hearty co-operation in this very 
important work, it is impossible to obtain 
statistics which will be of any real value. 
I am very anxious that our annual report 
should be as complete and thorough as 
possible, and I am especially anxious to 
demonstrate the relationship of the drink- 
ing of well water to typhoid: fever and 
other contagious diseases, etc. Yours very

CALLS IN HER SON'S BEHALF 


General Delk, Who Is Now in the 
Penitentiary, May Secure a Re- 
duction of Sentence.

’ vessndas afternoon Mrs. Taylor Delk, the 
woman who has been prominently brought 
to the attention of the public on account of 
the crime of her husband and hes son, 
called on the governor on behalf of an- 
other member of the aow famous family, 
who has been lost sight of for several 
years on account of his confinement in 
the state penitentiary. 

For quite awhile Mrs. Delk, clothed in 
scanty raiment, and holding her face in 
her hands, as if pondering over the things 
that have so strangely entered into her 
life and cast the shadow of gloom and 
death into her household, sat in a dark 
corner. Persons having business with the 
governor passed her by in their hast and 
she sat unobserved, quietly awaiting 4 
conference. 

Nearly four years ago General Tqlk, 4 
son of. Taylor Delk, was convicted. and 
sentenced to the state penitentiary for a 
term of ten years. At a recent session of 
the board of pardops, it was recommended 
that the sentence of General Delk be 
shortened by five years, and it was in re- 
gard to this that Mrs. Delk wished to see 
the governor yesterday. 

“T am not well today by a good deal,” 
said the woman, as she sat tn the executive 
office. “‘These are hard times for me 
and the children, for Taylor and Tom is 
fn jail and there ain’t anybody to look 
after us and help us get along. I've got 
behind again, and the house rent’s due and 
Il ain’t got any money. 

“The baby’s ailing and sick in bed and 
the others ain't got any work now, so we 
are in a@ bad fix. I thought maybe the 
governor could tell me about General. He’s 
in the penitentiary, you know, but by April 
he will have been in there four years, and 
if he will get rid of five years of the 
sentence he will soon be out, for he will 
get time off for good behavicr. If he could 
rome back he could work and help us 
along.’’ 

As Mrs. Delk talked of her domestic trou- 
bles, she sobbed and her voice choked with 
emotion that swelled her bosom and 
brought repeated interruptions... 

“Taylor Delk is an innocent man, Do 
you hear that? Yes, he’s innocent, just as 
innocent as you or anybody else what ain’t 
guilty. The good Lord’ knows he is inno- 
cent. I don’t know what I will do if they 
hang him, but then, you know, if the gov- 
ernor was to turn Taylor loose the people 
would hang fiim. They would just lynch 
the man, that is what they would do. 

“The Lord kmows I have suffered enough. 
and I ain’t going to live long. I’ve seen too 
much suffering and sorrow.

EXTRACTING GOLD FROM ORE. 


A New Process Recently Devised by 
Californian. 
From The San Francisco Call. 

The one great difficulty in the develop- 
ment of manv gold fields in California and 
elsewhere is the want of sufficiently great 
water supply with which to drive the ma- 


the ore or to utilize in operating rich placer 
deposits. In the southern part of the state, 
and in Ar.zona, many discoveries of rioh 
gold deposits have had to be abandoned 
cn account of the lack of water, and many 
inventors, with more or less success, have 
exercised their ingenuity in trying to dis- 
cover processes by which water could be 
dispensed with in extracting gold. A de- 
vice invented by a California miner has 
been tested on a small scale with great suc- 
cess, a full-sized model of which is now 
being constructed by the Union iron works, 

The ma.n feature of the invention fs an 
iron pipe of large dimensions, which is bent 
into a spiral, forming a worm, each con- 
volution of which holds a charge of quick- 
silver, not large enough, however, to close 
the passage. The ore, previously reduced 
to powder as fine as possible, is drawn by 
a current of air through the rapidly revoly- 
ing pipe; the quicksilver by this means is 
forced into a spray, which takes hold of 
and forms an amalgam w.th all particles 
of gold in the neighborhood. In tests at re- 
cent trials with ore-bearing sands from 
placers nearly every particle of gold was 
recovered. Tests made with the black 
sands from the seashore containing gol@® 
were very successful.
